Having demonstrated that their 
might is just as telling in prep 
school ranks as In its own circles, 
Lower Merlon High School's un- 
defeated football team returns to 
the task of defending its Subur- 
ban Conference title this week. 

The Maroon will leave Penny- 
packer Field for the first time this 
season, traveling to Phoenixville 
Saturday to take on the scrappy 
Phantoms of that Chester County 
town. Phoenixville Is undefeated 
In the conference, but has been 
tied twice. Norrlstown kept the 
Phantoms from victory last week 
by scoring two last half touch- 
downs for a 13-13 deadlock. Down- 
ingtown held Phoenixville scoreless 
in the other tie game. 

Phoenixville lost Its opening 
game to St. Joseph's High, Phila- 
delphia Catholic League champion, 
26-0, but came back to beat West 
Chester, 13-7, and Pottstown, 
19-18. 

Lower Merlon will be heavily 



favored to extend its unbeaten 
streak to 15 straight games over a 
two-year period. The Maroon 
whipped the Phantoms, 26-0, when 
relations were renewed last year 
after a break of several seasons.

Montgomery County, Narberth Borough and 
Lower Merion Township Will Elect 
Officials; 50 Military Ballots Issued 

Borough, township and county officials will be elected in 
Montgomery County, Tuesday, November 2, at the municipal 
election at which 125,572 qualified electors are eligible to vote. 

<$ Polling places will be open from 

7 A. M. to 8 P. M. 

In addition to the local offices to 
be voted on, there is one State- wid» 
contest for judge of the Superior 
Court. 

County offices to be filled in- 
clude judge of the Common Pleas 
Court, three county commissioners, 
controller, sheriff, register of wills, 
recorder of deeds, clerks of courts, 
treasurer, district attorney, coroner 
and surveyor. 

In Narberth Borough voters will 
cast ballots for councilmen, school 
directors, auditors, justices of the 
peace and constables. Lower Mer- 
lon Township will elect township 
commissioners, school directors, 
auditors, justices of the peace and 
constables. 

Judges and inspectors of election 
will also bo elected in each elec- 
tion district of the county. 

In registration, Republicans hold 
nearly a four-to-one lead over 
Democrats with 98,362 to 24,938. 
There are 2,179 persons registered 
Non-Partisan, 78 Socialist, 10 Pro- 
hibition, 1 Royal Oak, 1 Independ- 
ent Labor, 1 Commonwealth Land 
and 2 Progressive. 

Fifty requests were received by 
tho County Board of Elections for 
military ballots which were mail- 
ed to persons in the service on or 
before October 18. They must be 
returned by November 12 and be 
postmarked not later than Novem- 
ber 2. 

Although three County Commis- 
sioners are to be elected, tho law 
provides that "each qualified elec- 
tor shall vote for no more than 
two persons, and the three persons 
having the hishest number-of votes 
shall be elected." Each party has 
two nominees for County Commis- 
sioner and the effect of the law 
therefore, is to insure representa- 
tion of the minority party on the 
Board of County Commissioners. 

A proposed constitutional amend- 
ment will also be on the ballot. It 
reads as follows: "Shall Section 11 
of Article 8 of the Constitution be 
amended to permit the boundaries 
of election districts in townships 
and wards of cities to be fixed as 
provided by law instead of by the 
Court of Quarter Sessions?" 

An "X" in the square after the 
party at the top of the ballot will 
constitute a vote for every candi- 
date of that party whose name is 
on the ballot. 

Voters were cautioned by Calvin 
W. nigg, chief clerk of the County 
Board of Elections, to mark their 
ballots only with an "X" and with 
the pencil supplied in the voting 
booth. Marking a ballot with a 
check mark or with ink is illegal 
and will cause it to be thrown out.

Fleer at the October meeting of 
Council claimed that Magistrate

The second qualifying test for the 
Army Specialized Training Program 
and the Navy College Program 
which will be given throughout the 
country February 9 will be admin- 
istered at the Lower Merlon High 
School, George H. Gilbert principal, 
announced this week. 

A pamphlet of general informa- 
tion which contains an admission- 
identification form may be obtained 
at Lower Merion High School. This 
form properly filled out, will ad- 
mit to the test students between 
the ages of 17 and 21 inclusive who 
are recent high school graduates or 
who will be graduated by March 1, 
1944. Intent to take the test should 
be made known to Vincent B. 
Pearce, assistant principal, in order 
that the, test supplies may be or- 
dered. 

The same examination will be 
taken by both Army and Navy can- 
didates. It is designed to test the 
aptitude and general knowledge re- 
training. At the time of the test 
each candidate will be given a 
choice of service preference but 
quired for the program of college 
taking the test does not obligate 
the candidate to enlist in the ser- 
vice. 

The Army Specialized Training 
Program and the Navy College 
Program enables students to con- 
tinue academic training at govern- 
ment expense following induction 
into the armed services. Successful 
completion of the prescribed 
courses may, following further of- 
ficer training, lead to a commission 
in the Army or the Navy.

CHRISTMAS GIFTS GENERALLY 
MUST BE MAILED IN NOVEMBER 

Tnere i-.u be no assurance, in view of the unavoidable 
handicaps of war, that gifts and cards mailed in the weeks im- 
mediately preceding Christmas will be delivered on time. Such 
matter rhuts not impede the movement of war materials and 
personnel and military mail. 

Transportation facilities are heavily burdened. The num- 
ber of railway cars and airplanes available for handling Christ- 
mas mai? is far below that of former years. Facilities simply are 
not available to transport and deliver, in the last three weeks be- 
fore Christmas, the tremendous quantities of mail that we hereto- 
fore moved in that period. 

More than 30 thousand postal employees have gone into 
the armed forced. They have been largely replaced with less 
experienced personnel. In the past, we have called in more 
than 200,000 temporaray employees to help us with the holiday 
mails. Great numbers of these are now in the armed forces and 
and high school boys and girls, who cannot work long hours or 
war industries. This year we must rely laragely upon women 
att high speed of experienced personnel. 

The only way, therefore, in which deliveries of Christmas 
mails can be made on time is by spreading the mailing over a 
longer period so that available transportation equipment and 
postal personnel can be used during more weeks. 

Special efforts should be m)ade also to extend the use of 
postal delivery zone numbers on all mail addressed to cities hav- 
ing that system, because the numbers expedite mail distribution. 

Last year, at the urging of postal people, the public did 
start its mailings earlier than usual, but the early volume was 
small. There was a deluge of later mailings. Many people who 
did not mail within the time specified by the Post Office Depart- 
ment learned to their regret that their friends did not receive the 
cards and gifts until after Christmas.

IJJMDO 

* By LYXLE HULL * 

The fundamental causes of all 
wars are so many, so varied and so 
confused that even history never 
really settles the arguments which 
these phenomena give birth to. 
Each contestant writes its own his- 
tory and draws its own conclusions. 
Whichever side one is on is, of 
course, the right side. 

Probably the most sincere, and 
certainly the most unselfish con- 
testants in this war and in the so- 
called "First World war" have 
been the Americans. The fight — 
insofar as they are concerned — is 
to preserve and to further the prin- 
ciple that the right to- rule belongs 
to the people and not to some in- 
dividual or to some group of cock- 
eyed theorists. All Americans 
therefore greet with acclaim the 
fact that the Soviet government 
agrees with the American and 
British ' governments — in the joint 
statement of President Roosevelt 
Prime Minister Churchill and Pre- 
mier Stalin — to the right of the 
Italian people to decide upon their 
own form of democratic govern- 
ment after the Germans have been 
expelled from their country. It is 
not that we are particularly re- 
lieved over the future of our new- 
ly acquired "co-belligerents"; it is 
that the three powers have con- 
curred in the great principle for 
which Americans have fought and 
are fighting for, and which they 
know to be the right principle. 

Much has been written about the 
"decay of Democracy"; and not so 
much about the "decay of Autocra- 
cy." The story of the last one hun- 
dred and fifty years would indicate 
that those who have Democracy 
"decaying" are mostly wishful 
thinkers among the Ideology Boys. 
There was no Democracy at the 
time our ancestors got mad — a cen- 
tury and a half ago — and won inde- 
pendency for themselves and for us. 
Since then England, France, China, 
South America, Scandanavia and 
various others have tried out "de- 
caying Democracy" and like it well 
enough to "stick." Germany tried 
it but was stopped in her tracks 
by a power-hungry group of ideolo- 
gists calling themselves National 
Socialigists. (Dictators by any other 
name would smell as sour.- Russia 
— for quite a while now — has re- 
portedly been leaning more and 
more toward the "decaying" theory 
of government; and the joint state- 
ment of the three leaders would 
indicate — maybe — that the big boss 
of that country is going to concur 
in the principles enunciated in the 
Atlantic Charter. (This would 
surely give that great atrlot, Earl 
Browder, a nervous breakdown.) 

The right of the people to deter- 
mine the form of their own gov- 
ernment is the essence of Democ- 
racy. It is diametrically opposed 
to the theory of Autocracy which 
subordinates the will of the people. 
Stalin In agreeing with the former 
concept probably realizes that the 
world movement toward popular 
freedom — a prtneipe little practiced 
between the reign of Augustus 
Caesar and the revolution, and 
made successful, in great part, by 
the genius of George Washington 
(iconoclasts to the contrary not- 
withstanding) — cannot be either 
blocked or slowed down. 

And so the joint statement takes 
on tremendous significance; so tre- 
mendous in fact, that if the princi- 
ple enunciated therein is carried 
out to its conclusion, it may well 
proved to be one of the most far- 
reaching pronouncements of our 
day.

A. C. Straughan, a bookkeeper 
had a small-salary job, so he be- 
gan answering the want ads, but 
most of them were "blind." For 
two months, he did not get a single 
call to come for an interview. He 
changed the type of letter he was 
sending. Still .no answer. 

He knew that hundreds of an- 
swers must come in. The thing to 
do, he reasoned, was to be differ- 
ent, attract attention to himself. 
The idea of answering by telegram 
popped into his mind. Why not? 

He found an ad for a bookkeeper 
that apealed to him. Now he would 
try this Idea. This is exactly what 
he sent to the box at the newsaper 
office: 

"I am a capable and experienced 
bookkeeper. Am getting $14.50. 
Will consider anything better." 
Then added his telephone number. 
Two days later he received a re- 
ply from the Consumers Oxygen 
Company of New Orleans. He got 
the job, and stayed there three 
years, during which time he had 
three raises in salary. When he 
left, it was for a better salary. 

A few years ago I ran a blind 
ad inquiry for a private secretary. 
I got hundreds of replies. Nine 
out of ten began as follows: "This 
letter is In reply to your advertise- 
ment under Box 473 in the Sunday 
Times. I desire to apply for the 
position." These applicants then 
went on to state their age and ex- 
erience. 

I never even read their letters. 
Why? Because I didn't want a sec- 
retary who began her letter of ap- 
plication In such an uninteresting 
trite way. I wanted as my secre- 
tary someone who had Initiative, 
originality, and the ability to un- 
derstand my requirements. One let- 
ter out of the approximately 300 




I received was perfect. It read 
something like this: 

"Dear Sir: You will get several 
hundred answers to this ad. I know 
you are too busy to wade through 
all of them. So if you will call me 
at Vanderbilt — 3-0512, I shall be 
glad to come over and throw out 
the worthless ones and place on 
your desk the few that merit your 
attention."

This year, November is the time for mailing Christmas gifts 
and cards. 

RATION REMINDER 

GASOLINE — In 1 7 east coast states A-6 coupons are now 
good. In states outside the east coast area A-8 coupons are now 
good. 

FUEL OIL — Period 1 coupons are goood through Janu- 
ary 3. 

SUGAR — Stamp No. 14 good for 5 pounds through No- 
vember 1. Stamp No. 29 in Book Four becomes good Novem- 
ber 1, and will be good for 5 pounds through January 15, 1944. 
Stamps Nos. 15 and 16 good for 5 pounds each for home can- 
ning through October 31. 

SHOES — Stamp No. 18 good for one pair. Stamp No. 1 
on the "airplane" sheet in War Ration Book Three becomes 
good for one pair November 1. 

MEATS, FATS — Brown stamps C, D. E, and F good 
through October 30. Brown stamps G, now good, expires De- 
cember 4. Brown stamp' H becomes goood October 3 1 and re- 
mains good through December 4. 

PROCESSED FOODS — Blue stamps X, Y, and Z good 
through November 20. Green stamps A, B, and C in Book 
Four becomes good November l and remain good through De- 
cember 20. 

CAN STILL SEND SOME GIFTS 

Christmas packages for soldiers overseas which have been 
returned to the sender because of an improper address still may 
be mailed, according to the War Department. The original 
wrapper, bearing the indorsement, "Return to Sender, Insuffi- 
cient' Address," must be submitted with the correctly addressed 
package to prove that it originally was mailed before the Octo- 
ber 15 deadline. Christmas packages also may be. mailed to 
soldiers going overseas between now and Christmas. When the 
sender presents his package to the poost office for mailing he 
must bring the change of address form cocntaining the APO 
address to which the package is being sent. 

GET POINTS TO SEND FOOD OVERSEAS 

Persons who wish to send a package of rationed food over- 
seas may get the necessary points by applying to OPA. Those 
who wish to have the dealer from whom the food is bought ar- 
range for shipment, may make the purchase without giving up 
ration stamps, since OPA will replace the point value of the 
foods the dealer exports. When extra ration points are issued, 
a copy of the export declaration or a certificate of mailing must 
be turned over to the OPA office which granted the points. 

RETURN RATION BOOKS IN MAIL 

Finders of lost ration books may drop them in the mail 
without prepaying postage or enclosing them in envelopes, ac- 
cording to OPA. On payment of a five-cent postage-due charge, 
the Post Office Department will return the lost boook to the 
person whose name and address appear on the cover. When the 
addressee cannot be found, the Post Office will forward the 
book to the nearest rationing board. . 
MORE HOUSEHOLD GOODS 

Increased production of cast iron skillets, kettles, dutch 
ovens, and flat irons for household, institution, commercial, and 
other uses is permitted under a recent revision of WPB order 
L-30-c 

LAWYERS AID SOLDIERS' RECOVERY 

Arm v and civilian lawyers are aiding Army medical officers 
i'; bringing about the speedy recovery of wounded troops by 
providing tree legal idvice which clears up perplexing financial 
problems and other difficulties which may confront the soldier. 
This service, provided overseas as well as at home, gives the 
sooldier the peace of mind which is necessary for proper re- 
sponse to medical treatment, the War Department rpeorts. 

ENOUGH CIGARETTES 

Supplies of cigarettes will continue to be sufficient in vol- 
ume and quality to meet the demands oof U. S. civilians, ac- 
cording to a recent report by the War Food Administration. 




With all eyes on the Moscow 
conference, at which the foreign 
ministers of the Allied nations will 
attempt to formulate broad outlines 
for post-war action, it becomes in- 
creasingly clear that our country, 
as yet, has no definite post-war 
policy. 

It is true that Congress has spent 
many hours debating this subject, 
but the resolutions passed were so 
Innocuous that they add practically 
no light to our stand. The House 
resolution, passed after months of 
study, read: 

"Resolved by the House of Rep- 
resentatives (the Senate concurr- 
ing) that the Congress hereby ex- 
presses itself as favoring the cre- 
ation of appropriate international 
machinery with power adequate to 
establish and to maintain a just 
and lasting peace amongst the na- 
tions of the world, and as favoring 
participation by the United States 
therein, through its constitutional 
processes-" 

That resolution would indicate 
that the House does not favor 
strict isolationism following the 
•war, but it gives no indication of 
how far wo would go toward sub- 
scribing to an international police 
force, whether we would favor 
boundary changes and what meth- 
ods we would prescribe for deaUng 
•with enemy nations after they have 
been conquered. 



The fact that President Roose- 
velt, Prime Minister Churchill and 
Premier Stalin issued a joint state- 
ment agreeing to permit the Italian 
people to choose their own form of 
government after the Germans 
have been driven out of Italy in- 
dicates that the Allies are more or 
less agreed on a pattern for deal- 
ing with "liberated" countries, but 
it is obvious that such a plan would 
not be acceptable for the treatment 
of Germany and Japan. 

The extensive debate in the Sen- 
ate on the draft of fathers is be- 
lieved to have done considerable 
good by putting the limelight on 
the large number of single and 
married men without children who 
have been excused from military 
service because of government jobs 
or replaceable jobs in industry. As 
a result of this, most draft boards 
will reconsider those they have de- 
ferred before taking many fathers.

At Pearl Harbor time, when 
President Roosevelt warned us 
about this being an all-out war 
with everyone of us in it, ho paint- 



ed a grim picture of what things 
might be like in tlfis country. But 
now it is apparent that about the 
only "all-out" phase of this war is 
the all-out effort of millions of 
people to get rich before it is over. 
In the last war we had a handful 
of war profiteers — in this war 60 
per cent of the people are getting 
a good profit out of it. 

Consequently, although most of 
us long for peace and the return of 
sons and brothers from foreign 
battlefields, many are dreading the 
economic let-down which will fol- 
low the war. They realize that the 
real sacrifice, for them, will come 
in peacetime when the government 
stops handing out money like a 
drunken sailor. 

Fortunately, in spite of the soft 
life we are living at home, our 
genius at mass production has 
made it possible for us to turn out 
war supplies at a 'fantastic rate. 
Desite our lack of all-out war 
effort, we will probably produce 
enough to. win the war. 

But it somehow seems terribly 
wrong, when millions of American 
boys are going through hell on 
earth to preserve our country that 
so many at home should find this 
war so disgustingly pleasant and 
profitable. 

SPREE debt 

If it wasn't that our government 
leaders fear it would lose votes for 
them, they would probably have 
agreed long ago to a work-army of 
all able-bodied citizens not In uni- 
form to be paid wages comparable 
to army pay and to work under 
army discipline.

Such a plan would have really 
carried out the "all-out war" idea- 
It would have made unions power- 
less for the duration, it would have 
speeded production beyond belief, 
it would have ended our man-pow- 
er problems, it would have saved 
tax payers billions of- dollars now 
paid in excessive wages, and it 
would have taken all of the profit 
appeal out of the war. 

But instead of having us all 
share the hardships of war — which 
we would have been glad to do — 
our vote-blinded legislators appro- 
priated hundreds of billions of dol- 
lars to make war a grand spend- 
ing spree for the working man and 
limited sacrifices to those unfor- 
tunate enough to be physically fit 
and under 38.

They 
will almost have forgotten that 
such joy as laughing, carefree chil- 
dren could exist anywhere. And 
they will bo determined to wipe out 
in this country any semblance of 
conditions such as they have left 
behind them in battle areas. Never 
again will they be complacent 
about seeing that their own chil- 
dren across the tracks have none. 

So, in marking the community 
significance of Better Parenthood 
week, lot's redouble our efforts dur- 
ing this coming year to adjust any 
shameful conditions in our own 
towns and neighborhoods. Are 
you, for instance, doing all in your 
power to stem the wartime in- 
crease in juvenile delinquency by 
providing attractive places where 
older boys and girls can have a 
good time?
